‘Asa strange comment on the spirit of 
progress, said in certain quarters to 
actuate the Chinese Government, we 
may draw attention to the curious fact 
that, of the tonnage dues levied on 
' Chinese foreign-built craft, not one cash 
goes to support the lighting of the’ 
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approaches or the conservation of the 
harbours at the different ports. Here, 
at least, we have a clear proof, if any 
were needed, that it is simply the mild 
coercion of foreign powers which the 
Chinese Government has had to learn 
to respect to a certain extent, and which 
induees it to devote that portion of the 
tonnage dues set apart for the purpose 
towards erecting and keeping up light- 
houses, &. The Government does not 
attempt to argue on such a point, any 
more than it has done on the subject 
of the Woosung bar. Coast lights and 
buoys are simply in its eyes a nuisance, 
or at all events a thing far beneath its 
notice, and therefore, so far as it can, 
it takes care that no portions of its 
revenues, shall be devoted to such a 
ugeful purpose. At present, by a sort 
of compromise with the representatives 
of foreign powers, seven-tenths of the 
amount received as tonnage dues on 
foreign shipping are paid over to a 
special fund, intended to be devoted 
entirely to works connected with the 
lighting and conservation of the harbours 
open to foreign trade. It required some 
twelve years of complaining on the 
part of those interested in foreign 
trade to gain that this amount 
of tho dues, collected with a spe- 
cial object, should be devoted to that 
end. But the Chinese Government is 
ingenious. Not only has it succeeded 
in persuading certain weak-minded 
individuals that it represents a progres- 
sive nation, but it has at the same time, 
under the very veil of progress, con- 
trived to strike a blow at the principle 
it pretends to admire, The evil of 
steamers running about the coast and 
making use of its harbours, which gave 
ita great deal of trouble, if it were 
profitable in the way of duties paid, 
was one which under existing circum. 
stances it could not shake off. It 
therefore adopted the course of itself 
running steamers, in the hope of creat- 
ing so much opposition that foreigners 
would be glad to give up an unprofit- 
ablo trade. It has to a certain extent 
succeeded in reducing foreign profits, 
yet at an expense to the shareholders 
in its own Company, and to the country 
at large, far more than commensurate 
with any benefits: likely to accrne 
to the shippers of cargo. As if to cap 
this state of affairs, and show still 
more plainly that the extinction of 
trade is really its object, it takes care 
that no portion of the revenue to be 
derived from its lines shall be devoted 
to the necessary object of keeping those 
lines open. Lighthouses and buoys 
are needed by the steamers of the so- 
called Chinese, Merchants’ Company, as 





well as by those owned by foreigners, 
but if the Government succeed in 
driving the latter out of existence, it 
will no longer be troubled, as it bas 
been, by foreign demands for lights and 
dredgers; and so, having gained its 
ends through the hative steamers, it 
will be content to leave these to take 
care of themselves. In the meantime, 
it finds running steamers an expensive 
undertaking; to keep the native Com- 
pany’s steamers going at all, it. has 
to pay over enormous sums in the way 
of rice freights and other contributions, 
against which it has only the pleasure 
of knowing thatthe profits of some 
fow foreigners interested in steamers 
are thereby impaired. .To meet this 
claim, it ingeniously turns from their 
proper purpose the tonnage dues, which 
it feared openly to abolish in the case of 
native craft, and thereby as it conceives 
makes the very opposition pay itself. 
‘The whole affair is well worthy of Pe- 
king. Afraid to break its engagements 
in an open manner, China is not 
ashamed to condescend to shuffling. 
We are not of opinion, however, with 
our contemporary the China Mail, that 
this is a matter on which, thongh we 
may complain, we have no rights. On 
the contrary, we take it that the diver- 
sion of the tonnage dues on Chinese 
owned vessels of foreign build to 
purposes directly detrimental to their 
intended use, is one which calls for a 
protest of the strongest nature on the 
part of the Minister at Peking. Too 
much leniency has already been shown 
in permitting the diversion of nearly a 
third of those dues to irrelevant pur- 
poses; a complacency which would 
permit a still larger share to be turned 
from their proper purpose, would prac- 
tically amount to culpable neglect of the 
interests entrusted to the care of our 
representatives.

Tho Japanese Ambassador, Okubo, with 
soveral members of his suite, called on the 
Taotai on Sunday, and on Tuesday his 
Excellency paid the Arsenal a visit, when 
he was conducted through the works by 
Hung Taotai. 

We hear that in consequence of the 
amicable settlement of the Chino-Japan 
dispute, the departure of Admiral Shadt 
well from these shores will be somewha- 
hastened. We are sure the residents in 
Shanghai will bid the gallant Admiral and 
his officers a cordial farewell, and wish 
them a safe and prosperous voyage. 

‘The Admiral will probably leave Shanghai 
in the Modeste to-morrow afternoon, to re- 
join his flagship, outside Woosung. The 
‘Tron Duke will proceed to Hongkong, on her 
homeward voyage, after the arrival of the 
next English mail, which is expected on 
Sunday. The Modeste, after short 
cruise, will return to Shanghai for. the 
winter. The Dwarf, we learn further, also 
goes to Hongkong, calling at Ningpo and 
Amoy. We observe by the home papers 
just received that the Dwarf and Avon 
have completed more than three years? 
service, both having been commissioned on 
the 18H of July, 1871. After the arrival, 
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of tho mail, the Swinger proceeds up the 
‘Yangtsze, to visit the various ports. 
While the Chinese officials did not yet 
feel able to reckon with certainty on the 
maintenance of peace, they made some 
‘endeavour to arrange for the purchase of 
H.MS, Iron Duke. They appear to have 
beon impressed with the idea that an offer 
made while the country was still at peace 
would be listened to, and that the time was 
opportune, the Audacious being expected 
soon to relieve the Duke, Native bankers 
were sounded as to the possibility of 
raising ls, 2,700,000, the amount they 
hoped to get the vessel for, and which 
would be recouped gradually by con- 
tributions from the wealthier guilds, 
But enterprising and doubtless patriotic 
as aro the native Rothschilds, they are 
said to have declared that it would be 
impolitic if not impossible to raise such a 
large amount on short notice, because of 
the effect on trade of tho withdrawal of the 
specie, ‘The cost of the Iron Duke, we 
may romark, without her guns, stores 
&e., was within a vory few thousand 
pounds of half a million sterling. ‘The 
financing of the operation was however 
rendered unnecessary, first by an intima- 























tion adverse to the views of the Chinese, 

‘from the British authorities consulted ; and 
second by the aettloment of the Formosa 
question. 


The brig St, Francois has been removed 
from the Hongkow Wharf to the Poo- 
tung shore, where sho is beached in a 
favorable position for effecting the neces- 
ry proliminary repairs, before dock- 

ing A suit for damages has been 
entered in H. B. M, Supreme Court 
against the Cawdor Castle, and a warrant 
formally issued for the arrest of the 
steamer.

Dugald Macleod, late chief engineer! 
of the ©. ©. SN. Co.’s steamer Taku, 
who was charged with stealing $22, the; 
property of the Company, was tried at 
the Supreme Court, yesterday, before Sir 
Edmund Hornby, Chief Judge, anda Jury. 
‘Mr W. V. Drummond appeared for the 
prosecution, and Mr N. P, Hannon de- 
fended the prisoner. Aftor a very patient 
investigation, lasting nearly seven hours, 
the Jury roturned a verdict of not guilty, 
‘The prisoner had been iu the service of the 
Company, and in that of Messrs, Jardine, 
Matheson 4 Co., the agents, for a total 
period of twelve years, during which time, 
as several witnesses for the prosecution 
said, he had borne an exceedingly good 
character. We reserve our report. 

‘The Ava-Rona business does not soem yet 
to be atanend. In the Hongkong Court, 
Admiralty Jurisdiction, on 5th inst., the 
Attorney General applied, on behalf of 
the Ava, for a further postponement of 
the caso, to permit of additional evidence 
being given.

ANaval Court of Enquiry sat at the 
British Vice-Cousulate on Monday and 
‘Tuesday, to investigate the circumstances 
attending theloss of the British ship Zavcerne, 
by striking on the Ariadne Rock, on the 
23rd October last. Commander Buckle, 
of H.M.S. Frolic, was president. After 
a most searchin, gation, the Court 
came to the opition that Captain Russell 
was guilty of an error in judgment in not 
Aropping an anchor immediately the 
proximity of the rock was reported to him 
by the first mate, and in attempting to 
wear the ship in so light a wind, and with 
the current setting so strongly towards the 
rock ; and they furthermore expressed an 
opinion that pilots should not quit a vessel 
sailing northward from Shanghai until she 
was clear of the dangers in the vicinity of 
the mouth of the Yangtsze. ‘The captain's 
certificate was suspended for two months, 
those of the first and second officers being 
returned to them. 

‘The wreck of the Lucerne, which was 
sold at auction on Friday, realised, for the 
hull Tis, 303, and for the eargo Tis. 260. 

‘Some five or six wocks~ago, Mr. W. 
Gray, of the I. M. Customs, was bitten 
slightly by a Chinese cur, but the wound 





























felt no inconvenience from it. On Sun- 
day, however, he became unwell, and on 
Monday morning, while at his home in 
Hongkew, he was seized’ with unmistake- 
able symptoms of hydrophobia. The 
paroxysms increased with awful rapidity 
and violence, and it became necessary 
to remove the unfortunate man to the 
General Hospital, where he died shortly 
after noon on Tuesday. The frightful 
nature of this apparently incurable 
malady was, in the deceased’s case, in- 
tensified by the fact that between the 
paroxysms he was perfectly sensible, and 
therefore fully aware of the dreadful death 
awaiting him. There is something in- 
expressibly sad in a death like this, and 
seeing that our streots swarm with owner- 
less dogs of every mongrel breed, and that 
nobody is free from the chance of being 
bitten, it is pertinent to enquire if some- 
thing cannot be done to at least keep 
them within bounds, as to numbers, and #0 
diminish the danger?

A party of six German gentlemen, five 
of whom were astronomers, the sixth 
being a photographer, passed through 
Shanghai the other day, on tho way to 
Chefoo, to observe the approaching transit 
of Venus. The head of the party is Dr. 
Adolf, and the second Dr, Valentiner of 
the Leyden Observatory. ‘The party is to 
act in conjunction with one from the 
United States, which has selected Naga- 
aki as its point of observation, and with 
a Dutch expedition to Mauritius. A very 
complete equipment has been taken to 
Chefoo for the purposes of the expedition ; 
and the German war steamer Arcana, 
which was lately reported as having arrived 
at Chefoo from Japan, has been placed at 
the disposition of the party, with the view 
principally of maintaining rapid and direct 
intercourse with Nagasaki.

guno for the unwieldy howitzers at present 
in use, A meeting was accordingly con- 
voned at the Club, at which it was resolved 
to ask the Joan of a Gatling from one of the 
American men-of-war at preseut in the 
river, with the object of testing its suit- 
ability for the purposes contemplated. 
Captain McDougall, of the U. 8. Saco, 
kindly consonted to land one of his Gatliugs, 
with ita crew, aud Monday afternoon was 
appointed for the trial. Captains Brewer, 
Dallas, Rice, and Lieut. Sim were the 
committee appointed to witness and report 
upon the practice made with the weapon. 
Tho butts had proviously beon faced with 
ort of wooden target, 50 yards long by 
6 foot high. ‘There were numerous specta- 
tors assembled to witness the effects df the 
firing from tho “death-grindor,” as the gun 
in not inaptly termed, among them being 
Civil Commandant J. G. Pardon, Chairman 
of the Municipal Council, and members of 
the Defence Committee, as well as officers 
of the Corps, In fact, the groatest interest 
was manifested in the event of the after- 
noon. Practico was first made at 500 
yards, the gun throwing a rain of balls, 
‘when laid for centre, within a space of six 
feet square, ‘The rauge, extreme right 
and extreme left distributed the balls about 
26 yards, giving 12} for each side of the 
contre line from muzzle of the gun, But 
the piece of mechanism used in this lateral 
firing, yot out of gear, and became bent. 
‘Tho gun was next retired to 800 yards, at 
which range about 1,000 rounds were 
fired, at the purposely slow rate of about 
120 per minute—the destructive power of 
the gun being 400 per minute, The 
objects aimed at were perforated in a 
surprising manner, and there can be no 
doubt the carnage in street fighting would 
be terrible. ‘The rapid manipulation of 
the wenpon excited much admiration, and 
we believe the general verdict, so far as 
appearances went, was decidedly in its 
favour as compared with onse and shrapnel 
or even grape shot, for the special work 
that artillery would ever be likely to be 
required for in Shanghai. ‘The Committee 
above named will, however, make their 
report to the Defence Committee, and the 
result will of course be made publio 
through the regular channel.

Customs authorities last week, the quan- 
tity being 100 one ounce bottles, for 
a Chinese firm we believe. The shipment 
was detained on the score of false declara- 
tion, and a bottle submitted to Messra 
Watson Cleave & Co. for chemical 
analysis, It was at firet suspected that 
the substance would prove to be stlicine, 
which is a frequent adulterant and sub- 
stitute for quinine, but the application 
of the usual test failed to indicate any 
traco of aalicine in the sample. Quinine 
itself, or any of its salts, was equally 
undistinguishable, and subsequentexamina- 
tions proved the substance to be composed 
entirely of muriate of cinchonine, a pro- 
duet of cinchona bark, the market value 
of which is one-fourth that of quinine, 
while it possesses remedial qualiti 
analogous but less in degree to those of the 
valuable medicine for which it is attempted 
to pass it off, The bottles bear a neat 
Inbel, flanked by Exhibition medals, on 
which the inscriptions are not quite 
correctly printed. The label rum 
“Sulfate de Quinine de Pelletier, Delondre 
ot Lévaillant ; 1 once Anglee,; Armet De 
Lisle ot Successeurs; Paris Rue 
Malher 18.” The question of checking 
the attempts made to cheat the public into 
buying @ spurious or inferior preparation 
of a febrifage so much relied on, is of great 
importance in a place like Shanghai, and 
we hope will receive the attention of the 
local authorities, foreign and Chinese. It 
might do some good meanwhile if th 
native press were to draw attention to thi 
“Jie” quinine, and warn the Chin: 
against being taken in by it. 

‘The launch of a sailing transport took 
place yesterday afternoon at the Kiangnan 
Arsenal. Her dimensions are, length on 
water line, 179 feet 6 inches, and over all 
192 ft.; beam 29 ft.; depth of hold 14 ft. 
She is of 10,000 piculs carrying enpacity, 
on 11 feot draught, and is fitted with 
late improvements, such as

She has been speci 
asa light draught vessel, being intended 
to do duty not only as a transport in time 
of war, but to convey tribute rice to the 
North in time of peace, and sho has 
had tow ports fitted, for timber traffic.

‘THE LESSON OF THE SEITLEMENT. 
Unmrorranr as is apparently the 
settlement of the late difficulty between 
Japan and China, on account of the 
insignificance of the sum which the 
latter has agreed to pay the former, it 
is difficult to overrate the value of 
the principle which China has beon 
compelled to yield to a power so com- 
paratively inferior to itself. From 
whatever point of view it is regarded, 
it is an admission that Japan was not 
only right in the claims it had advanced, 
Dut that it was also right in the mode 
which it took to enforce them; and 
this gives it a significance and im 
portance which we trust will not be 
lost sight of by the Ministers of 
Foreign Powers, when seeking to 
enforce claims founded on similar con. 
siderations, from the Chinese Govern- 
ment. Whether the indemnity which 
is to be paid as the price of the 
evacuation of Formosa by the Japanese, 
is considered in the light of @ com- 
pensation to the families of the Lew- 
chewan crews murdered by the savages, 
in the light of a payment in respect 
merely of the houses erected and the 
roads built in Formosa, or in the light 
of return of the expenses incurred 
by the Japanese in connection with 
the expedition, it amounts to what 
we have before stated, namely, an 
admission that the Japanese were 
right in what they did, and the 
Chineso wrong in what they refused. 
Viewed as a measure of compensa. 
tion to the families, it is certainly in 
excess of any damage sustained by 
them; asa mere guid pro quo for the 
cost of the houses, ée., built, it may be 
fan equivalent; as a compensation for 
the general expenses of the expedition 
it is clearly insufficient. Any way, it 
may be taken, not so much as an 
equivalent for the wrong done and the 
cost incurred in getting it repaired, as 
& concession that the principle asserted 
by the Japanese was a sound one. 
~ About the facts there can be no 
dispute ; the events themselves are so 
recent that they are within everybody's 
memory. Some Lewchewan’ junks 
were wrecked on the coast of Formosa, 
and their crews murdered by the 
savages in the island. If that portion 
of the island did not belong to China, 
there could be no pretence for seeking 
an indemnity from China; if such 
portion belonged to China, it was the 
duty of the Provincial Government so 
to govern the savage inhabitants as to 
prevent the perpetration of the wrong, 
or punish the offenders; if the Pro- 
vineial Government was careless in the 
performance of so self-evident a duty, 
or the Central Government had left it 
80 powerless that it was unable to per- 
form this ordinary task, the Central 
Government was undoubtedly liable to 
repair the wrong which the subjects 
of a friendly power had sustained. 
This was the position assumed by 





























the Japanese. The Chinese Govern- 
ment sought, as usual, to clear 
itself from all liability by simple 
denial of responsibility; ‘and while, 
on the one hand, it asserted its 
sovereignty, and declared the Japanese 
Expedition to be an infraction of that 
sovereignty, it denied the obligation 
which is a necessary consequence of it. 
Such arguments and such logic had 
hitherto prevailed with the diplomatic 
agents of the older civilised nations, 
but the youngest was unable to see 
their force orapplication. The youthful 
vigour of the younger civilisation was of 
quite a different complexion tothe worn- 
out languorof the elder; henceit achieved 
success where in other hands there 
would have been a certainty of failure. 

No doubt the Foreign Ministers at 
Peking were thunderstruck at the 
presumption of Japan. Like the early 
fathers of the Christian Churcb, 
it was for them, and them only, to 
explain impossibilities and reconcile 
contradictions. Whatever they said, or 
thought, or wrote, however mistaken, 
was to be considered the truth, and to 
be accepted as such: The Japanese had 
been guilty of political heresy as our 
Protestant forefathers were of religious 
heresy. To their unsophisticated minds 
a wrong done was to be redressed ; 
and if the wrong-doer could be dis- 
covered, he was to pay the penalty. 
Before this guiding principle, the 
doctrines of Confucius and modern 
diplomacy fell prostrate to the ground; 
andthe result, little satisfactory as it may 
be in point of amount, is visible in the 
negociations|which have just terminated. 

‘We sincerely trust that the lesson 
which Japan has taught China will 
not be without its effect on the 
future bearing of Foreign Ministers 
at Peking, for it shews what a 
little earnestness and firmness may 
effect. Almost if not all the foreign 
claims on China which are pigeon- 
holed in the chanceries of the differ- 
ent Legations in Peking, which have 
been languidly urged, and for most 
unsatisfactory and puerile reasons 
shelved, present exactly similar features 
with that which lay at the bottom of 
the Japanese difficulty—namely, 
wrong suffered, and a wrong unre- 
dressed. Thanks to the Japanese, the 
way has been now shewn in which 
such questions should be dealt with. 
‘A precedent has been created of which 
we trnst that, in humble imitation of 
the youngest member of civilised na- 
tions, the agents of the older nations 
will not be slow to avail themselves ; 
and although the amount paid is so 
small that it may be apprebended the 
Chinese Government will too soon for- 
get the lesson tanght them, there 
can in future be no excuse for our 
representatives, should they, as too 
often in times past, allow the settlement 
of a claim to be lost sight of in inter- 
minable discussions whether Central 
or Provincial Government, or unattain- 
able private individuals, should properly 
be held responsible. 

















SETTLEMENT OF THE FORMOSA DIFFICULTY. 
‘The uncertainty which prevailed as to 
the issue of the negotiations between 
China and Japan, regarding the Formosa 
expedition, was put an end to on Saturday, 
by the arrival of steamers from the North 
bringing uot ouly news of the peaceful 
settlement of the difficulty, but the Jax 
panese Ambassador Okubo, and his numer- 
ous suite. A treaty embodying the terms 
of actilement was aigned on Sist October 
by the Japaneso Ambassador and the 
Chiefs of the Tsung-li Yamén, So far as 
wo have been able to ascertain, it admits, 
on the part of Japan, the sovereignty of 
China over the whole of Formosa ; and 
on the part of China, that Japan waa jus- 
tified in despatching the expedition, under 
the circumstances of the massacre of her 
Loochewan subjects and the action taken 
upon it at the time the treaty of friend- 
ship and commerce was negotiated between 
the two countries. It then provides for the 
payment of a sum of Tis, 500,000, one- 
fifth of which is in the nature of compon- 
sation to the families of the murdered 
Looch and is to be paid at once ; the 
remaining Ts, 400,000 as indemnity for 
the roads and buildings made and erected 
by the Japaneso in Formosa, to bo paid 
when they retire from the island, which 
it in stipulated they shall do by 20th 
December. ‘The indemnity is to be paid 
out of the revenues of tho Foochow and 
‘ientsin Customs. The Japa i 
ioner having thus 
loft Peking at once; and it is now 
intention, we understand, to proceed 
vory shortly to Amey and Formosa, in 
the Kanagawa-maru (late P. & O. atx, 
Madras,) instead of returning direct to 
Japan, in order that tho stipulations of 
the treaty may be carried out under his 
own eye. It in difficult to underatand the 
object of his doing eo, but it may be 
conjectured, if wo recall the contradictory 
conditions under which the expedition 
sot out from Japan. The Kanagawa-maru 
arrived here on Sunday, in order to bo at 
the disposal of the Commissioner. ‘The 
Japanese Resident Minister, Yanigawari, 
remains at Peking, as wo are informed, 
to have audience of the Emperor before 
returning to Japan, General Le Gendre 
and other gentlemen connected with the 
Embassy have gone to Japan in the war- 
vessels which were waiting the result of 
the negotiations at Tientsin and Chefoo, 
Congratulatory and complimentary 















































and in Shanghai. 
Immediately previous to the settlement 
arrived at, the course of the negot 
appears to iiave been extremely critical, 
and hence the contradictory reports that 
emanated from the capital—the rumours 
of war which alternated with assurances of 
pence. About the middle of October the 
difficulty was in a fair way to be adjusted, 
but a few days later, when the question of 
indemnity was broached, the understand- 
ing partially arrived at came to naught. 
Okubo ia reported to have suggested an 
indemnity of five millions as the price at 
which the Japanese were willing to retire

sovereignty of China over the whole 
island ; and, on the rejection of this pro- 
posal, to have next claimed a modified 
indemnity, and an acknowledgment 
that his Government was justified all 
through in the matter of the expedi- 
tion, ‘This also the Chinese refused to 
concede, but they offered to pay Tis. 
100,000 as compensation for the massac 
of the Loochewans wrecked on their coasts. 
‘Pho Japanese Commissioner refused to 
listen to such an offer, and from the un- 
yielding attitude of both parties a rupture 
seomed inevitable. On Saturday the 24th 
October, both the Commissioner and the 
Minister announced their intention of 
leaving Peking on the morning of Monday 
following. General Le Gendre and a portion 
of the Embassy started in advance of the 
Envoys, and on their arrival at ‘Tientsin 
were not a little puzzled to account for the 
non-appearance of the latter at the ex- 
pected time, On the 25th, however, 
H. B. M.’s Minister, Mr, Wade, at the 
request of the Chinese we believe, had in- 
Auced Okubo to put off his departure and 
make another effort to arrange the matter 
amicably ; aud after a week's further nego- 
tiations, tho agreement which we stated at 
the outsot, was arrived at, with Mr. Wade's 
assistance. 





























‘TRANSIT OF THE PLANET VENUS OVER THE 
SUN'S DISC, ON DEC. STHOTH 1874, 

On Dec, 8th-9th of the present year a 
transit of the planet Venus over the Sun’s 
diso will take place, which will be visible 
at all places on the Earth’s surface which 
have the Sun above their horizon during 
the occurrence of the phenomenon, It will, 
therefore, be visible at Shanghai on De- 
comber 9th. 

‘When Venus, at her inferior conjune- 
tion, as she moves in her orbit round the 
Sun, passing betweon tho Earth and the 
Sun, has lesa latitude or distance from the 
Eoliptic than the Sun’s semi-diameter, she 
will be ats less distance from the Sun's 
contre than such semi-diameter, and will 
therefore be within the Sun's disc. Iu 
this caso the planet, being between the Earth 
and Sun, its dark side being turned 
towards the former, will appear projected 
upon the Sun's disc as a black round 
spot, The apparent motion of the planet 
being then retrograde, it will appear to 
move across tho disc from East to West, in 
4 line sonsibly parallel to the Ecliptic, 

Such a phenomenon is called » tran 
‘and as it can only happen in the case of 
planets whose orbits are included within 
that of the Earth, aud which therefore from 
time to time pass between the Earth and 
the Sun, it is limited to the inferior planeta 
Mercury and Venus. 

It the plane of the orbit of Venus 
coincided with the plane of the Eeliptic, 
the planet would cross the Sun’s dise every 
time that it passed through its inferior 
conjunction ; but as her orbit is inclined 
to the Ecliptic at an angle of 3° 23, she 
sometimes passes above the Sun and 
sometimes below it, consequently the 
transits of Venus are of rare occurrence, 
and they are separated by very un- 
equal intervals of 8, 122, 8, 105, 8, 122 
&e., years, ‘Tho transit of Venus was first 
































observed by Horrox in 1639, and was an- 
nounced to the World in the celebrated 
pamphlet “Venus in Sole viea.” The 
two last occurred in 1761 and 1769; 
the two next will be in 1874 and 1882, 
after which none will take place till the 
year 2004, 

‘Tho, transits of Venus have acquired 
immense interest and importance from 
the circumstance of their supplying data 
by which the Sun’s distance from the 
earth can be determined with greater pre- 
cision than by any other known method. 
‘The transit of Venus in 1769 was con- 
sidered of sufficient importance for sending 
out an Astronomical expedition to Tahiti 
in the Pacific Ocean, in order to obtain 
observations of this rare phenomenon, 
which, in conjunction with those made in 
Europe, would afford data for determining 
the amount of the Sun’s parallax. ‘This 
expedition was under tho charge of the 
celebrated Navigator, Captain Cook. Ou 
a comparison of all the observations, 
it was found that they gave 87°5776 as the 
value of the Sun’s horizontal parallax, or 
17-1552 as tho angle which the Earth's 
diameter subtends at the Sun. 

Recent Astronomical researches have 
thrown grave doubts on the accuracy of 
this determination, and somo distingnished 
Astronomers, including M.M. Hansen 
and Lo Verrier, following independent 
investigations, have arrived at a con- 
clusion that the valuo of the solar parallax 
should be increased from 8"°58 to 87-95. 
‘This apparently small augmentation of 
ts value by 0°97 is tantamount to a 
diminution of the mean distance of th 
Earth from the Sun, from 95 millions 
of miles, which it has hitherto been held 
to be, to 91} millions. 

‘As affording the means of definitely 
settling this important question of the 
exact valuo of the Sun's parallax, the forth- 
coming transit on December 8th-9th is 
looked forward to with much interest by 
astronomers. Expeditions for the purpose 
of observing it, have beon despatched to 
various suitably selected stations, by the 
British, French, German, United States 
and other Governments. 

Fertile as the nineteenth contury has 
hitherto been in the production of highly 
interesting additions to the sum of Astrono- 
mical knowledge, by the discovery of anew 
member of the Solar aystem, the planet 
Neptune, and of more than a hundred 
Astervids, the definite determination of 
the true value of the Earth’s distance from 
the Sun, should the observations prove 
successful, will not be the least glorious, 
or the least useful contribution of the 
century to the stores of human knowledge. 
‘The solution of this important problem 
will be a grand triumph, of the employ- 
ment of that special gift to Men, Intellect, 
by which in the language of the old Greek 
Poet, the Great Creator signalised the pre- 
eminence of Man over all the other living 
animals of His creation. 

‘The phenomena of the transits of the in- 
forior Planets over the Sun’s disc are analo- 
gous in many respects to those of an annular 
eclipse of the Sun, and admit of a similar 
calculation. It is, however, found tobe more 
convenient to compute first the circum- 












































stances for the centre of the Earth, and 
then to ascertain thé small vu 
duced by parallax, for any ast 
on the surface. 

An investigation of the general problem 
will be found in the appendix to the 
Nautical Almanac for 1836. For the transit 
of Venus in December next, the formule 
of reduction are given in the Nautical 
Almanac for 1874, page 434. The times 
and circumstances of the transit at’ 
several places suitably selected for obser- 
vation, are give in the appendix to the 
Almanac for the present year, pp. 17-22. 
From these we learn that the times and 
appearances of the phenomena, as seen at 
Shanghai, will be as follows :—

The position of the point of first external 
contact, when Venus first touches the 
Sun’s disc, will be 51° towards the left or 
East, measured from the North Pole of the 
Sun round its circumference, considered 
8 360°, Its position roferred to the Sun’s 
vertox, (or highest point of the Sun), 
will be 81° towards the loft or East, 

‘Tho Planet will then, from the combined 
effects of its own apparent motion towards 
the West, and the Sun's true motion to- 
wards the East, describe a chord of tho 
Sun’s disc, projected on it like « round 
black spot, and moving with an apparent 
velocity of about 4} minutes of are per 
hour towards the West. 

Unless the first contact be viewed 
through a telescope of some power, it will 
not bo immediately appreciable. As seen 
by the naked eye through a shaded glass, 
the first effects of the contact will, after the 
lapso of a few minutos, make itself visible 
by a wave-like indentation on the limb of 
th Sun, gradually increasing, and it will 
not be seen projected wholly on the Sun’s 
diso till the moment of first internal contact 
arrive 

As tho transit approaches its termination 
the phenomena will re-exhibit thems 
in reverse order. At the moment of last 
internal contact, the planet will bo seen for 
the last time wholly projected on the 
Sun's face, From that moment it will 
begin to pass off it, and as sven by unas- 
sisted vision will apparently have separated. 
itself from the Sun some minutes before 
the actual moment of last external contact 
arrives, The last contact with the Sun’s disc 
will take place at a point 22° towards the 
right or West, as measured from the 
North Pole of the Sun ; or 60° from the 
Vertex, mexsured in the same direction, 
‘These angles are for direct image, that is, 
as seen by the eye through a piece of 
shaded glass, or through a telescope which 
does not invert. 

During the transit, the nearest approach 
of the planet to the Sun’s centre will be 
13.4; Venus passing to the North of the 
contre; the Sun’s semi-dinmeter being 
16.3.

Tf the repre- 
sentative of Great Britain and chief super- 
intondent of its trade in the East would 
attend to British interests, and secure 
their prompt and fitting redress when 
they were infringed, it would be more 
factory to his nationals than his mixing 
himself up in the Japanese-Chinese 
trouble. And if the Japanese had handled 
their slippery opponents * without gloves,” 
it would probably have done the latter 
good, and taught them to treat foreigners 
more justly. ‘The Chinese ought to be 
grateful to Mr, Wade, however, for get- 
ting them off chenply; at the time 
General Le Gendre left, the Jnpanese 
seem to have been standing ont for a 
much larger amount. But the loss of 
dollars and prestige will probably sur- 
vive, in their minds, tho recollection of 
the ‘dsficulty they were in, and their 
atitude will evanesce accordingly. Let us 
ope that any brief period of satisfaction 
they may feel, will be taken advantave of 
toremind them of neglected duties—such as 
the more careful observance of treaty 
rights respecting foreign trade and inter- 
course; the dredging of important har- 
Loura—(wo are getting into as bad a plight 
with Taku as you with Woosung) ; and the 
countenancing of useful works, “such as 
railways and telegraphs, 

‘To-day, 3rd Nov., is the birthday of the 
Emperor of Japan, and the Japanese gi 
boat Afoshin is dressed with all her flags. 
She left before noon however, and did 
not fire a salute, as the commander had 
tho previous day intimated was his inte: 
tion. {hear that an officer also went on 
board the foreign gunbox erday, to 
say that this was the Emperor's birthday ; 
but none of them have dressed ship, 
which I think is to bo regretted, at any 
rate on the part of the British, H. E.

Solomon, Chairman of the Municipal 
Council, subsequently announced, by cir- 
cular, that the Chinese Post-office would 
convey our heavy mails three times a 
month, from Chinkiang to Tientsin, at the 
rato of Tl. 0.6.2 per catty weight, and 
called for subscribers on those terms, Our 
letters we will, as weual, receive by the 
Customs’ couriers, an accommodation for 
which our thanks are due to Mr, Hart, 
the Inspector-General. 

‘We are having very fine autumn weather.

NEWCHWANG.

From Corea we learn that the Govern- 
ment is really in the hands of the rightful 
sovereign, a young man of about 24 years, 
and the trade with China har been resumed, 
under strict cond ‘Ac the mart, five 
days’ voyaye from this, business hasactually 
been done in piece goods, such as heavy 
Grey Shirtings, White Shirtings, &c. ; 
but the rates are not very encouraging, and 
the bartering is under difficulties. Corea 
is only about 75 miles from the mart, 
where there is a boundary, through which 
‘one reaches the neutral ground between 
China and its closely guarded frontier. 
Tt is death to attempt a passage, as the 
Coreans are very jealous of their territory. 
But if a foreign power were desirous to 
enter the forbidden utry, it would be 
the simplest matter possible to march 1,000 
well equipped men from this port to the 
capital, and in twenty days foreigners 
would be masters of that wonderful 
try, which boasts of having withstood 
ice, Germany, America, and even 
England (as the General Sherman was 
taken to be of this nationality). But I 
suppote China would object to her soil 
being made the highway to a conquest of 
Coren. 

It is very cold here already ; four days 
strong north wind ; thermometer 26°! 


































OUTRAGE ON MISSIONARIES AT HoocHOW, 
‘The Evening Courier states that on Sun- 
day, the Ist instant, the Revs, Messrs 
Meadows and Douthwaite, two mission- 
aries belonging to what is known as the 
China Inland Mission, vrs attacked by a 
Chinese mob, and forced to fly for their 
lives, while their property was destroyed 
or carried off, at the well-known foo city 
of Hoochow, at the southern extremity of 
the Tahoo ‘Lake, about 100 miles to the 
8. W. of Shanghai and some 40 miles north 
and wost of Hangchow, the provincial eap- 
ital of Chekiang. It appears that in the 
course of th past year the members of the 
Inland Mission, who have their headquar- 
ters at Bangchow, sent some of their 
native proachers to preach and circulate 
books in Hoochow. Premises were taken, 
in which for two months a couple of native 
preachers, and the wife of one of them, 
who acted as a Biblewoman, pursued theit 
labours without molestation. ‘Then the 
literati began to notice them, and by and by 
the district tepao brought a message from 
their landlord that they were to depart at 
once, no reuson iven. The preach- 
ers wrote to the Mission at Hangch 
and having after some difficulty obtained 
an interview with the Taotai there, which 
resulted in nothing, Messrs. Meadows and 
Douthwaite started for Hoochow, arriving 
on the 3ist ult. at the Mission Station, 
Hore they found no actual disturbance, 
and next day they called on the Prefect, 
who was very civil and promised to ree the 
landlord of the house and send an answer 
in the afternoor 
Mission premise: found that a crowd 
hind assembled and attacked them. The 
married preacher was ill of typhus at the 
time and was being attended by his wife.

‘The mob left the premises at the approach 








of the foreigners, and Mr. Douthwaite 
remained with the sick man while Mr. 
Meadows went to the Chifu for as- 
sistance. The Chifu referred the res- 
ponsibility to the Chehsiens, and all Mr. 
Meadows’ efforts only resulted in lying 
assurances, as he found on returning to 
the premises at dusk, after various delays, 
Tho crowd had now become larger and 
wilder than ever, and the inmates of the 
place, including’ the two foreign mis- 
sionaries, had great difficulty in withstand- 
ing their violence and had to resort to 
various expedients. At last they were 
compelled to escape by a back way, while 
tho mob wreaked their will on the place. 
The Missionaries reached the Yamen of 
the Chehsiens by boat, between 8 and 9 
p.m., and urged that the sick man and his 
wife, who remained behind, should be sent 
for. ' But this was declared to be impossible 
until the following day, and meanwhile 
the missionaries were given wretched lody- 
ing, without the means of keeping them- 
selves warm, Next day the sick man and 
his wife were brought over, and informed 
the missionaries that the mi i 

had been completely sacked. '. 
Meadows and Douthwaite, distrusting the 
faithless promises of the Chinese local 
authorities, now resolved to go to Shang- 
hai, demands that the leaders of 
shed ; that the 
property be restored or made good ; that the 
premises be repaired and re-ocenpation 
granted or others suitable provided, were 
met only by pretexts and excnses on the 
part of the Chehsiens, who, together with 
the Prefect, seem to ‘have been very de- 
sirous that’ they should not carry ‘their 
complaint to Shanghai, though unprepared 
to xive any proper satisfaction for the out- 
rage. Ou the Sth inst., therefore, after 
four days fruitless negotiation, Messrs, 
Meadows and Douthwaite left Hoochow,

Monday, the 19th, was the day fixed, 
according ‘to placards displayed in the 
city, for the pulling up of the telegraph 
posts, but for some unknown reason the 
interesting ceremony did not come off. 
‘The employés of the Great Northern have 
begun to lay their line to Amoy, but 1 
believe it is without oficial protection, as 

ie authorities who have signed the con- 
tract and were eager enough about it at 
first, appear to wish to face back on their 
akroom ‘The telegraph people how- 
ever aro determined, and are going on 
steadily with their work. ‘There will pro- 
bably be a great row about it some day, 
but ‘the Company, holding the contract, 
and being in the right, will be able to 
obtain from Peking redress for any 
violence offered, and compensation for 
property destroyed.

Glengyle sometime back, are to be seen 
about a great deal.

The usual 
agency of a marriage-broker was employed, 
and deceasod, the daughter of one Chang 
Shén-yen, was represented to him as an 
unmarried girl, whereas, in fact, sho had 
been already married. Her conduct, after 
becoming his wife, was extremely un- 
becoming, and, taking advantage of his 
absence from home on the 23rd April, she 
went to a place distant 20 li from the city, 
where she spent twvo nights in amusement, 
and, as he was informed, had joined a 
party of gamblers. Ho sent for her 
repeatedly before she at length returned 
home, and, inflamed with indignation at her 
conduct, and. the reflection that during his 
absence from home for six years previously 
she had probably been guilty of the most 
dingracetul conduct, he drew his sword as 
she alighted from her chair, and killed her. 
According to law, the penalty he has in- 
curred for the murder of his wife is death 
by strangling, and the confirmation of a 
sentence to this effect is applied for.—

SANITARY REGULATIONS FOR THE PORT 
OF SHANGHAI. 


‘The following Sanitary Regulations were 
in substance submitted and approved at 
Meetings of the Consular Body in the 
antumn of last year. ‘They have now, in 
amended form, received the approval of 
the authorities at Peking, and we ther 
fore print them for record. The} 
promulgated by the Customs authorit 
the port in English, French and Chin 

1.—It rests with the Superintendent of 
Customs and the Consuls to determine the 
places to be considered infected. When 
any place shall be declared infected th 
Superintendent will notify the Harbour 
‘Master, and he the officer in charge at 
Woosung. 

2.—On boarding vessels at Woosnng the 
officer in charge will, if the vessel is from 
ited to be infected, hand a 
copy of these Regulations to the Master, 
and request him to hoist a yellow flag at the 
fore, while proceeding towards Shanghai. 

3.—On being informed that a vessel is 

coming up with the yellow flag at the fore, 
the Harbour Master will send on board 
the Health Officer, 
\¢ Harbour Master will order such 
hor one mile below the lower 
farbour, and will place River 
Police constables to “watch outside 
the vessel so as to allow no one to go on 
board or leave her pending the Health 
Officer’s decision. 

5.—If there has been no case of infectious 

disease during the voyage, the vessel may 
be admitted to pratique at once. 
»_ IE there has been a case of infectious 
diseaso during the voyage, and such 
diseased person has left the vessel during 
the voyage, the vessel may be admitted to 
pratique at once. 

If there has been » case of death from 
infectious disease during the voyage, the 










































vessel may be quarantined for one or two 
days. 

If there have been many cases of in- 
fectious disease during the voyage. the 
Health Officer may order the vessel to 
proceed outside of the Red Buoy at Woo- 
sung. Measures may then be taken to 
remove all snfected persons, and to purity 
the vessel and cargo. 

But no cargo may be removed and no 
person may be allowed to leave the ship 
or ta go on board without the sanction of 
the Health Officer. 

Tn any case the time of quarantine may 
be extended or continued at the discretion 
of the Health Officer and the Consul 
cone-rned. 
6.—The Health Officer will report to the 
Harbour Master, and he to his superiors, 
and the Consul concerned. 

7.—In accordance with Local Rule 17, 
and Regulation VIL of the Pilotage 
Regulations, Pilots shall not leave such 
vessels until authorized to do so by the 
Harbour Master, and they will request tug 
boats to ‘tow ahead” vessels coming into 
port under their charge with infectious 
disease on board.

‘THE TIENISIN AUTUMN RACES, 

Our autumn races came off on the 29th, 
80th, and 31st ultimo, on a course situated 
eight li from tho British Settlement, made 
‘ou # perfectly level piece of ground bo- 
longing to a village called th . 
‘The run in to the winning post was qui 
straight for a quarter of a mile; aud in 
every respect the 
ous, Late in the afternoon of the 28th 
ult., for half an hour, we had a fall of 
hailstones, then snow, and finally sleot, 
We began 'to fear when’ we saw snow fli 
that our races were doomed to be run 
unfavorable weather. At the end of the 
half-hour, however, the sky became clear, 
with the sun shining brightly ; and be 
pearing for the night, he left us 

wind—a drying wind at this 



























igeume off, tho 
good order ; 
although considered by the jockeys “some- 
thing heavy” for making fast time, We 
had a northwest breeze all day on the 
29th ; but the weather was not at all dis- 
agreeably cold. ‘The wind on tho 30th 
blow a galo all day, from the northwest, 
which made the weather rather unpleasantly 
cold, and called ‘*Ulstors” into requisition. 
‘Tho course was on this day in excellent 
condition. On the Bist, the wind still 
came out of the northwest, but it only 
blew a gentle breozo, with a clearsky over- 
heud ; s0 we found the weather extremely 
plonsant. ‘There were very few Chineso 
spectators from the city at our races; and 
the people who were there were principally 
tho peasantry from the villages adjoining 
the racecourse. ‘The absence of peo- 
ple from the city arose most probably 
from the great distance between it and the 
course, and from the inclement weather 
we had on the 28th, which made the roads 
in the city bad. The colduess of the 
weather in the mornings on the subse- 
quont days may have also deterred them ; 
at sunrise on the 29th, 30th and 3lst, wo 
found in the water jars, standing in'tho 
court, ice of 3, } and’ of an inch of thick- 
ness,’ the production of each previous 
night's cold. ‘There was not qne foreign 
merchant vessel, either steamer or sailing 
craft, in the port on the 29th ultimo; 
consequently, sa far as was obvious to 
the ontor world, there was nothing to 
detain the mercantile residents at their 
desks, and prevent thom participating, 
during three afternoons of the half year, a3 
spectators, in the amusements going on at 
this our autumnal féte. We accordingly 
oxpocted a general turiiont on the occa- 
sion; for it may be remarked that by 
the aid of Ulaters the cold, at this time 
of the year, could be easily sot at defiance. 
‘The Grand Stand was graced on each day 
by some of the ladies of the foreign com- 
munity ; and they thus set an excellent 
example to the sterner sex. None of the 
Chinese authorities of Tientsin put in an 
appearance. Under the old régime, on 
our Challenge Cup day, the highest Man- 
Garin at Tientsin, accompanied by several 
of the subordinate territorial officials, inva- 
riably attended as spectators ; and were 














































cordially invited to share the hospitality 
of the Race Club, Of the Tientsin foreign 
officials I observed present, Mr. Waeber, 
H. L. R. M.’s Consul-General, (also acting 
German Consul); and Mr. Mongan H. B. 
M.’s Consul. Mr. Sheppard, Consul for 
the United States, was absent, having 
accompanied the U.S, Minister to the 
metropolis, 

‘On this occasion “Mr, Cordes, one of 
the stewards of the Races, had the good- 
ness to undertake the carrying out of the 
arrangements of the tiffin tent; and on 
all sides it was allowed that they in evory 
ipsed former years. ‘The tent, 
dof Tiontsin thick matting, aud 
lined with the flags of soveral nations, was 
both roomy and snug; and, in short, 
exceedingly comfortable. ‘The’ table was 
of ample proportions, and admitted of 
all the guests being conveniently accom- 
modated at one time. Tho display of 
plate would require a Sala to describe it— 
T must leave it to the imagination of your 
readers to realize. I may be allowed 
to say, however, that the coup dail on 
entering the tont was truly grand, several 
handsome racing oups appearing pro 
minently along the centre of the table.

By Captain Ler—When we wore at 12.30, 
by the swinging of the craft at anchor close 
to us the current was setting N.E.; and 
at 1.40, by the bearing of the Amherst Rocks I 
am satisfied the current was still N.E.; the 
time was so short, only an hour and’ ten 
minutes. 

‘The Court here adjourned for an hour, and 
upon resuming, 

Captain Russett’s evidence was proceeded. 
with, as follows :—The proceedings I took 
to get the ship off, were to slip the cable, 
the helm was put hard a port, and she 
casted to the eastward, the rock being on the 
port bow. ‘The ship was then commencing 
to make water. There were 64 inches in the 
‘well when the cable was slipped. I then stood 
tothe E., fora few minutes, and finding the 
water increased to ten inches, I wore rou 
and stood to thé westward, with the intention 
of returning to Shanghai.

8.30. The ship took the und about 9.30. 
‘The top-gallant sails and maincourse were 
furled before she took the ground, the other 
sails were kept on. The tide was setting 
S.W. when she went ashore. The ship took 
the ground easily ; there was a rough ripple on 
the water, but no heavy swell. wee dace 
small boat, within 50 yards of her, and 
could see’ she took the ground easily. 
I left the ship at $30 p.m, the re- 
maining officers: and crew lind left be- 
fore me, with their clothing. I left the ship 
in my small boat. ‘The officers and crew left 
the ship by my order. My reasons for giving 
that order were that the ship was fast filling, 
she was near the bank, and it was dangerous 
for boats to lay alongside, and they were of 
no effective use to vessel. The crew 
left in four boats, including my own. It 
ould not bave been safe to have continued 
in the ship, and kept the pumps going—the 
pumps made no perceptible difference in the 
inorease of the water. I thought it better, 
from the nature of the river, and fearing from 
the strong tide the vessel ‘would turn over, 
not to risk their lives by keeping them on 
board.

Tudgment. 

The Court, pursuant to an order from Frank 
‘Tomle Thomson, Esq., Captain of H. M. 8, 
Modeste, and officer conducting port duties at 
Shanghai, having been duly sworn, proceeded 
to enquire into the circumstances attending 
tthe loss of the British ship Lucerne, oficial No. 
50,094, on the 23rd October, 1874, and having 
deliberately weighed aud considered the evi- 
dence brought before it, is of opinion that 
cosidering the position’ in which the ship 
was supposed to be at 12.30 p.m. on the 23rd 
October, the time of wearing—that sho was 
on the ‘port tack, heading up E.N.E. from 
12.30 p.m. to 1.30'p.m., and that the tide at 
1.30 p.m. was not setting to the southward of 
S.E., it is impossible to suppose the bearing 
given in evidence to be correct; and from 
the fact of these bearings being from memory, 
they are not reliable 

Also, owing to the absence of any tru 
worthy bearings, it is beyond the power of 
the Court to fix the position of the ship with 
any accuracy between 8 a.m. and the time 
ip struck. 
ie Court is alo of opinion that when the 
Ariadne Rock was first sighted, the anchor 
should have been let go immediately. ‘That 
a grave error in judgment was committed in 
tempting to wear the ship, with the wind 
to light, and the current setting no strongly 
towards’the rock. ‘hat the measures adopted 
subsequently to the ship clearing the rock, 
spent to be justified by the circumatances at 
the case ; anil the fact that the pumps, though 
apparently in good working order, were unable 
to keep the water from gaining. Also, that 
the compass in uso was not reliable for the 
safe navigation of the Lucerne. That great 
neglect is shown in the fact that the standard 
compass was unshipped and atowed below as 
being useless, and no measures taken to have 
repaired before lenving port. ‘That the log 
was indifferently kept, and for the 23rd. Oc- 
tober was whully waveliable. 

‘The Court is farther of opinion that when 
ships are standing to the northward from the 
mouth of the Yangtsze, the pilots in charge 
should not quit the ship until she is clear of 
the dangers in the vicinity of the mouth of 
the river. 

The certificate of the master is therefore 
hereby suspended for two months, ‘The
